DEER HARPOONING PLAN DRAWS PROTEST 

A protest in Sag Harbor had to be broken up by 
police late Tuesday when irate demonstrators 
refused to disperse on their own. The flap was 
sparked by a new proposal to cull the local 
deer population by luring deer into Peconic 
Bay using bait and then sending teams of 
specially trained agents to spear the deer with 
harpoons. This new method for dealing with 
the overpopulation of deer was devised by a 
group of local whaling enthusiasts, sponsored 
by Al’s Harpoon and Boat (AHAB), who claim 
that their plan will not only thin the deer herd 
but also perpetuate “the ancient and venerable 
skill of harpooning dangerous animals in open 
waters.” Of course, there’s quite a difference 
between trying to harpoon a vicious, maddened 
whale and harpooning a sodden, paddling deer, 
a difference that the protestors were at pains 
to point out. Meanwhile, village officials are 
considering the harpooning proposal and will 
announce a decision on the plan shortly. 


SAG HARBOR CALMING CLAMOR 

Sag Harbor village officials were forced to call 
for help when they found themselves besieged 
on Thursday by angry villagers. The fury was 
prompted when word was leaked that officials 
were considering a traffic-calming proposal put 
forward by the group Solve Sag Harbor. Solve 
Sag Harbor’s plan, a copy of which was obtained 
by the Blotter, begins by observing that the 
quaint village streets in Sag Harbor, while 
picturesque, are very difficult and aggravating 
to navigate at all times of the year, and worse in 
the busy summer season. It additionally notes 
that the street plan of the village is “irrational 
and convoluted.” To “solve” this problem, 
Solve Sag Harbor recommends a wholesale 
clearance of existing structures in the village 
and replacing narrow, winding village streets 
with “wide, car-friendly avenues” based on a 
grid plan. After Thursday’s near-storming of 
their offices, officials assured the public that 
“Solve Sag Harbor’s proposal is just one of 
many” that they are considering. 


CHECKING INTO THE CLINIC 

Alerted by numerous residents to the presence

SNUBWAY 

As we reported last week, the Subway restaurant 
chain, which has been the proud provider of 
food and drink on our platforms for Hamptons 
Subway patrons for the last three years, has 
been hesitant about renewing their contract 
with us. The reason is a planned new law in 
East Hampton that would make it illegal for 
chain stores to open there. Subway has cafes 
on seven platforms there. According to them, 
their lawyers have said that underground is no 
excuse. It’s still East Hampton. 

As a result of this, it has been agreed that 
should this ordinance pass, the cafes on all the 
platforms in East Hampton would change their 
name to Schlubway. 

The food and drink would be the same.

The papers were signed for another three 
years last week after which executives from 
both companies enjoyed an 1l-incher and a 
large Coke. 


ADVERTISEMENTS MISTAKE 

Our new marketing director, William Itch, 
thought it would be a good idea to put 
advertisements for Hampton Subway in 
the subway cars when the spaces were not 
otherwise occupied with ads _ promoting 
commercial clients. As a result, ad posters. went 
up in the frames above the windows reading 
TRY THE HAMPTON SUBWAY and DID YOU 
KNOW THE HAMPTONS HAS A SUBWAY? 
After many riders complained this was the 
work of an idiot because they were ON the 
Hamptons Subway already, the signs were 
quickly removed. 


UPGRADED SUGGESTION BOX 

Over the years, Hampton Subway has been 
_ proud to have wooden suggestion boxes nailed 
to the walls on all the platforms. Some of our 
best ideas come from our riders. At various 
times, however, our suggestion boxes get 
vandalized or stolen, and when that happens 
it puts one town at a disadvantage to another 
in giving us suggestions until we put in a new 
box. For this reason, we have ordered. new 
high-tech, reinforced stainless steel suggestion 
boxes, and the first of them will be placed 
next week on the platform in Hampton Bays. 
Each of the new boxes will have a surveillance 


camera above so if it gets stolen we know who 
did it. In addition, to prevent theft, it will be 
bolted through the wall. 

The new box, German made and now in use 
in all the stops on the Moscow Subway, also 
has an internal shredder. As suggestions get 
made, they automatically get photographed 
with the internal camera, then shredded. This 


will protect the identities of all suggestors. 
As you know, no suggestions are read if the 
writer does not identify himself with name, 
address, email and cellphone number. So the 
photos protect the identities of the suggestors. 
Try out the new suggestion box. Once you are 
through the turnstiles you can ride anywhere 
for free so it’s just a few stops away in 
Hampton Bays from wherever you are without 
additional charge.

Fun in the Sun with Cyril and His Merry Band of Revelers...Maybe

nti] three weeks ago, the scheduled opening 

date for Cyril’s Fish House in Napeague was 
Friday, May 2. It had been online for some time. 
Lots of people were looking forward to enjoying 
a Corona or a Bloody Mary or some raw clams 
at this beloved, rickety little bar this summer. 
With Cyril, up from the Caribbean, sitting on 
his stool in his bathing suit, headband, sarong, 
white beard and necklace, with the salt sea air, 
the cars roaring by on the Montauk Highway, 
the wind coming up, the sun setting over 
Amagansett, and with the crowds of beachgoers 


chattering away, well, it is a confirmation that 


summertime has come to the Hamptons. Thus 
it has been since 1988 when Cyril was a sprout. 

Well, May 2 has come and gone. Now the 
website says Reopening May 15. They live in 
hope. The town is trying to keep Cyril’s from 
opening; how that date turned out is past our 
press time. 

Wasn’t it Yogi Berra who once said, “This place 
is so crowded nobody goes there anymore”? 

Well, in this case, the Nobody is the town. And 
the Town has some good reasons, and some not 
so good reasons. One is that the place is a bit 
run down, which is part of its charm. When new 
in the 1940s, it was a gas station. The station 


was about 15’ by 20’. The pumps were out front. 
Then it became a clam bar. A rectangular hole 
was built in one wall, stools were set up outside, 
the gas station sign came down, the “Clam Bar” 
sign went up. Soon, clam sandwiches, hot dogs 
and beer were being served through the hole 
to people sitting on stools outside with a radio 
blasting rock and roll. 

Then Cyril arrived. A surfboard got planted 
on end in the sand. The rock and roll became 
reggae. The Clam Bar sign came down and 
the “Cyril’s” sign went up. The girls arrived in 
bikinis. The party began. And now, at sunset 
on summer weekends, often this party spills 
onto the Montauk Highway to create.a rather 
remarkable traffic situation. For three miles 
before arriving at Cyril’s from either the east or 
the west, cars have been speeding at 65 miles 
an hour along the Napeague Stretch. Seeing 
crowds holding drinks in the road, they slow 
down to 35. Then 15. Most rather love it. Some 
don’t. Surely it’s a pretty dangerous melee. 

One might wonder why in all these years Cyril 
doesn’t put up a temporary fence to keep the 
cars and people separate. Well, for one reason, 
the property is tiny and on just an acre. It’s 
bounded by sand dunes and beach grass on 
two sides and by the highway and the railroad 
tracks on the other two. (Cont’d on next page) 
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For another, the Bentleys and Ferraris and 
Jeeps pull in at a 90° angle from the road right 
to the back of the stools at the counter. And as 
for the rest, the cars park in a small parking lot 
and then, in a salute to Yogi Berra, just park 
all up and down the highway by the side of the 
road until, well, nobody goes there anymore. 

In many ways, this is a salute to fun overcoming 
life’s imperfections. Imperfections that have 
caused the Town of East Hampton to rise up and 
try to find a way to keep Cyril’s from opening, or 
at least until a number of violations have been 
addressed—violations they say include things 
about the little outbuildings, fuel tanks, issues 
regarding use, capacity being exceeded, and 
zoning. The lawyer for Cyril’s has challenged 
in the past that they’ve been improperly 
issued duplicate violations, and have never 
been charged with improper expansion of the 
preexisting, nonconforming restaurant use. 

The Town seems particularly incensed that 
this winter Cyril’s got a county permit to dig up 
two giant underground tanks that once stored 
fuel for the old station half a century ago, but 
failed to get a Town one. Maybe “incensed” is 
the wrong word. Perhaps “opportune” is more 
appropriate. This is a handle upon which, in 
citing interests of safety, health and welfare, 
Cyril’s could be kept from opening. 

The tanks were beneath where the cars park 
behind the counter stools between the building 
and the highway, the usual place where you’d 
expect gas station operators to bury fuel 
tanks. Cyril’s, county permit in hand, hired a 


contractor with heavy construction equipment 


this past January to dig up the tanks and take _ 


them away, then brought in fill and filled in the 
hole. The goal was to make Cyril’s BETTER. 

Cyril’s, the town says, was supposed to get 
two permits—they had the one from the county, 
but they did not have one from the town. 

Here is an excerpt from the transcript of acourt 
hearing in April (thank you, East Hampton Star) 
among the lawyer for Cyril’s, the lawyer for the 
Town, the Town’s Chief Building Inspector and 
the State Supreme Court Judge. The Town had 
gotten a temporary injunction to prevent Cyril’s 
from opening this summer because there’s a 
situation allegedly dangerous to health, safety 
and welfare. Cyril’s has appealed. Just prior to 
this testimony, the Cyril’s lawyer has told the 
judge that Cyril’s thought the county permit 
superseded the need for a town permit. Now 
they are talking about whether the dirt brought 
in has been properly tamped down. 

Mr. Priato (Town Chief Building Inspector): 
“I have not had an opportunity to see that the 
soil is properly compacted, that it is capable of 
bearing weight.” 

Mr. Prokop (Attorney for the Town): “And 
with regard to the easterly side of the premises, 
is there anything that you described that you 
considered to be a danger to public health and 
safety?” 

Mr. Preiato: “Well, the structure itself. I don’t 
know how it is actually standing.” 

(The attorney for Cyril’s, Dianne Le Verrier, 
notes that the Town had allowed the operation 


to continue in present-day condition for years. ) 

Justice Farneti: “I have a building falling into a 
hole, based on the uncontested testimony from 
Chief Preiato...1 understand there was a county 
permit.- (I’ve heard) very clear testimony from 
Chief Inspector Preiato yesterday with respect 
to the other tank removal sections under the 
Town Code. No permit, no application. That 
very activity caused what I perceive to be the 
imminent danger. 

“You may have become aware for the first 
time during Mr. Preiato’s testimony yesterday,” 
the justice added, “that apparently as a result 
of the excavation of the tanks, the structure of 
the bar...the facade has moved. It tilted into the 
depression created from the excavation from 
the tank.” The judge also noted that “(This 
has to be inspected) so that nobody is sitting 
up at night wondering if this building is going 
to fall on top of people or if I’m going to be 
seeing a picture in Newsday of a giant sinkhole 
with revelers with their umbrellas in their little 
drinks 10 feet underground. Just a point I'd like 
to make on the record.” 

My opinion is that this is a pretty unjudgely 
thing for a Supreme Court Judge to be saying. 
How often have we read about murderers, 
caught with smoking guns in hand, getting off 
years later because of a judicial impropriety? Is 
this snarky judicial comment snarky enough to 
get this thrown out? We'll probably never know. 
At the current speed the judicial system grinds, 
it’s an answer that would take three years and 
huge legal fees to find out. @&

So near, and yet so far... 
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Litchfield Hell - 


A Trip to the Wilds of Northern Connecticut Spins Out of Control

ast week some people we know in 

New York City invited us to drive up 
to Litchfield, Connecticut. They have a 
house there and love it. They’d been raving 
about it for years. We told them we love the 
Hamptons. 

“How can you love the Hamptons?” the wife 
asked. “Traffic’s terrible. Takes three hours to 
get there. For Litchfield, an hour and a half and 
zip, we're there. Come on up for the weekend.” 

The night before, we took the Jitney to the 
city to our apartment. Then in the morning we 
walked to our friends’ apartment, three blocks 
away. We wanted to be on time for the 9:30 a.m. 
departure. 

They weren’t ready at 9:30 a.m. They weren’t 
ready at 10:30 a.m., either. They’d been up 
late the night before. There were cell phone 
calls, packing. One conversation they had was 
whether to call the Hertz dealer on East 94th 
Street to tell them they were running late, as the 
car was reserved for 9:30 a.m. 

We arrived at Hertz at 11:30 a.m., bringing just 


our shoulder bags, but the wife didn’t like the 
car they had, because it was smaller than their 
usual car. She wanted this bigger car, a Volvo. 
Husband, meanwhile, was ensconced behind 
the wheel of the smaller car, ready for go. 

By the time they got the Volvo down from 
an upper level, it was noon. We drove back to 
85th Street and picked up the heavy luggage, 
then found a rare parking space available 
right outside Dean & DeLuca. This gave us an 
idea. It was lunchtime, we could run in and get 
sandwiches to go. 

Anyone have quarters for the meter? Among 
the four of us, we had one quarter. It bought us 
eight minutes. We got in and out with a minute 
to spare. 

Now a discussion involved whether to take 
the FDR on the east side up to the Hutch or 
go through Central Park and up the West Side 
Highway, because, on the cell phone, traffic was 
shown as tied up on the FDR with a blue line.

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One Man, One Vote 


Thoughts About the U.S. Constitution, Russia, Libya, Ukraine, Egypt, Israel

ll my life ve believed that the American 

system of government was the best thing 
on earth, should be fought for if threatened, 
and should serve as a model for other countries 
that are changing the way their leaders rule. 

This was largely what most people in 
the world years ago thought, too. After the 
wreckage created by the Second World War, 
most new governments aimed at emulating 
the government of the United States. It was all 
about one man, one vote. The man with the 
most votes wins. The people accept the result, 
and are proud to have been a part of it. 

In recent years, however, our way has dropped 
in popularity. A recent poll I read about in The 
New York Times confirms this. People are 
more likely to choose a parliamentary form 
of government, where different factions with 
different beliefs form political parties and then, 
after an election, jockey with one another 
to create coalitions that come to rule. When 
the coalition falls apart, then new elections 
are called, certain factions gain votes. Others 
lose out. Israel is an example of this form of 
government. England is another. 

A year ago, this was tried in Egypt. This 
country had been under the spell of a dictator 
for more than a generation. Protests swelled 
across the country. He was removed. Elections 
were held. And presumably, the winner should 
have ruled until a few years later when there 
would be elections once again. 

Unfortunately, the group that won the seprion 
had a majority of the vote and did not need any 


coalition. Furthermore, the philosophy of this 
group was that only they were fit to rule and 
everybody else should either be arrested, shot 
or harassed out of town. In the end, the army 
took over, arrested these leaders in office and 
declared that their political party, the Islamic 
Brotherhood, was playing outside the rules. 
Membership in this party, the most popular 
in the country, was banned. It would never be 
permitted in elections again. 

Did you know that after World War I, a 
democracy was set up in Germany? Adolf Hitler 
formed a political party that ran candidates 
for office during what was called the Weimar 
Republic. And this party never did have 
a majority. It came close, though, and by 
linking temporarily with some small political 
parties, it was able to form a government. After 
that, the new government, run by the Nazis, 
banned having elections. And we all know what 
happened after that. 

That was then, though. And today is today. 
Look at the two most populous countries on 
earth. 

India, with 1.2 billion people, has a 
parliamentary government that is too egocentric 
and chaotic to be able to create popular public 
works or proper infrastructure for the general 
public. The country is staggering along. 

China, with 1.4 billion people, is run like a 
business. It is also a communist state. People 
don’t vote to elect these national leaders. And 
yet the Chinese are building what will soon be 
the wealthiest country in the world, one that 
may lack some personal freedoms but one 
which is creating commercial ventures and

public works at an unparalleled rate. 

And then there is Russia. Created as a 
democracy after the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, it suffered through a chaotic period 
where nothing got done and where the general 
public did vote into power a former member of 
the secret police, who has created prosperity 
but at the same time dismantled all the 
freedoms. People now fear him. But in a free 
election, if there were one in Russia, he would 
win in a landslide, he is so popular. 

And then there is our own country. In spite 
of our “one person, one vote” cry, we have 
several times seen candidates who did not get 
the most votes for president who were declared 
president, anyway. George W. Bush got fewer 
votes than Al Gore. And it has happened before. 

How could this be? 

Truth is, we don’t have a “one person, one 
vote” rule. When the country was founded after 
the defeat of the British, there was one group 
of people, headed by Alexander Hamilton, who 
wanted the rich to run the country and, among 
themselves, elect a “king.” A second group 
of people wanted “one man, one vote.” In the 
end, with a compromise hammered out by Ben 
Franklin, the two groups each got to have a say 
in how things ran. (Cont’d on next page) 
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The House of Representatives became the 
voice of the people, with the larger states 
getting the larger number of representatives. 
But then there was the Senate. States with 
large populations got two senators. States with 
small populations got two senators. This was 
definitely not one man, one vote. 

Then it was decided a headcount of a group 
of “electors” would get together to vote on who 
should be president. That’s how, on occasion, 
someone who finishes second wins. Finally, 
“one man, one vote” only meant landowners 
were allowed to participate. Women could not 
vote. Renters could not vote. And, of course, 
slaves could not vote. 

The truth is, I think, that around the globe, 
humans most often assemble themselves into 
tribes. These tribes elect their own leaders, 
or decide who could lead by whoever could 
win the most wrestling matches, or who the 
old leader decided would succeed him. Tribal 
governments do work. 

A good example of this is Libya. In Libya, the 
ruler of all the land comprising hundreds of 
tribes, General Gaddafi, was deposed, and it 
all fell apart into the tribes again. Some of the 
tribal leaders are brutal, and we call them “war 
lords.” Those who aren’t brutal, we call “tribal 
leaders.”

America, for more than a century, thrived 
as the most inventive, smartest, happiest and 
creative place on the planet.

But as it happens, when we got here we 
found land that had rich soil and abundant 
water, surrounded by oceans that insulated 
us from strife. Many of the people arriving 
were individuals who either fled from or were 
cast off from tribal life elsewhere, coming here 
to form—well, eventually the United States 
of America, a land where there are so many 
different groups everyone pretty much gave up 
on the idea of running everything themselves 
and casting everybody else out. 

And, voila, democracy!

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Musical Premiere Lights Up East Hampton High School

he East Hampton High School chorus will 

be premiering a newly arranged gospel 
piece as part of their Spring Concert on May 21. 
In what promises to be an unusual and thrilling 
collaboration and performance on May 21, David 
Douglas, Rev. Neil Fulford and Daniel Koontz 
with approximately 130 East Hampton High 
School singers behind them, will be debuting 
the arrangement of the foot-stomping, soulfully 
moving, joyous folk-gospel-blues song from the 
’30s. It’s likely to bring down the house. 

The piece, “J Am the Light of This World,” 
is attributed to the Rev. Gary Davis (1896- 
1972). Davis was blind from infancy, but he 
became an extraordinary guitarist, banjo and 
harmonica player, not to mention singer, and 
an acknowledged influence on giants across 
the folk, rock, R&B and gospel worlds. The fact 
that “Blind Gary Davis” who came from North 
Carolina, became a Baptist minister, is only one 
of several surprising coincidences surrounding 
this new arrangement. 

The Rev. Cornelius (Neil) Fulford, 60, who will 
be singing the solo in “] Am the Light of This 
World,” also comes from North Carolina and 
himself went blind, suddenly, at the age of 9. He 
was told that nothing could be done. He prayed 
that if he ever recovered his sight he would 
devote himself to serving Jesus. Shortly after, 
he recovered his sight. He would go on to keep 
his promise, though not immediately. When he 
came north in 1969—“bright lights, big city,” 
he laughs—it was “entertainment” that claimed 
his heart. Though he sang with various groups 
all over Long Island for a few years, he still felt 
the call (“I always knew I would be a preacher”) 
and remembered his promise. And so he began 
studying theology, which included working with 
members of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. Today the Rev. Neil, who has 
been a custodian at East Hampton High School 
(EHHS) for five years, can be seen and heard as 
Pastor of the First Baptist Church in Cutchogue, 
where he also leads his congregation in song. 
He saw the light, he spread the light. 

As EHHS Vocal Director David Douglas points 
out, the choral portion of East Hampton’s Spring 
Concert moves from darkness to light. Douglas, 
who is collaborating on the new arrangement 
with the EHHS chorus and composer Dr. Daniel 
W. Koontz (the organist and choir director 
at Christ Episcopal Church in Sag Harbor), 
notes that the three pieces preceding “I Am 
the Light of This World” illustrate spiritual 
evolution. Beginning with “O Fortuna” from 
Carmina Burana, the chorus will go on to sing 
the “Lachrymosa” movement from Mozart’s 
Requiem, then perform an arrangement of an 
old folk song Douglas found on YouTube— 
“Hard Times Come Again No More.” The chorus 
will conclude with the new arrangement of “I 
Am the Light of This World.” 

Douglas delights in telling how he and Koontz 
got together with The Rev. Neil, whom he calls 
“the nicest man in the world.” Acouple of years 
ago, Douglas was in the chorus room at the 
school, playing something on YouTube, when 
the custodian wandered in and started singing 
along, improvising. At about the same time, 
Koontz, who had worked with Douglas before, 
said he knew a piece he wanted to arrange 


for chorus. They all 
came together—“a 
perfect match,” 
Douglas remarks. 
Douglas set about 
rewriting some _ of 
the lyrics and Koontz 
started rearranging 
the Gary Davis song, 
transposing it to the 
key of F for the piano, 
and bringing it closer

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Lili Almog

-—; There are at least two 
| surprising facts about this 
_ week’s cover image. One, 

it’s an overhead photograph 

of National, Sebonack and 

Shinnecock golf courses. 

Secondly, its photographer, 

Lili Almog, who incorporated 

her. own drawing into the 

image, is not particularly 
known for taking pictures of 
golf courses. Rather, she is known for subjects 
as varied as Carmelite nuns, Chinese Muslim 

‘women and destruction of Kibbutz structures in 

Israel. While Almog’s images have been diverse, 

certain recurring themes have also evolved: the 

importance of landscape and the environment, 
women in their own private spaces, and the 
idea of intimacy. 

Intimacy is an especially evocative concept. 
We surmise that Almog’s Chinese women form 
a close connection to material needs and the 
environment in order to survive. Conversely, 
her Carmelite nuns are absorbed in monastic 
seclusion; their intimacy comes from bonding 
with internal elements. (Almog’s photographs 
often show the nuns with their heads down 
or turned away from the camera.) Even her 
barren buildings, destroyed by the Carmel 
Fire in Israel, exist by themselves, devoid of a 
close union with both the land and the era that 
created them. 


What inspired you to do photographs of golf 
courses in the first place, especially ones in 
the Hamptons? : 

I was doing a series about “American 
Playgrounds,” including baseball fields and 
playgrounds. | was working with satellite 
imagery, too. I started doing golf courses as 
a natural progression. First, I was attracted 
to golf courses visually. Then I was attracted 
because of their relationship to the landscape. 


What does a view of a golf course from | 


above look like to you? 

Like creatures under a_ microscope. 
I can also compare some of the shapes to 
strudel. 


I also imagine the shapes to be like little 
jewels. How about your series on Carmelite 
nuns? What influenced you for that series? 

I was inspired by the autobiography of 
Tenzian Palmo, a Carmelite nun who lived in the 
caves in the Himalayas. I found the Carmelite 
Order in the United States (Maryland), Israel 
and Palestine, and I spent two years with them, 
living with them in the monastery for two days 
at a time. 


How did you prepare to photograph them? 

When | got there, | didn’t know the lighting, 
the space...nothing. After one year, I knew the 
space and everything else well. | could close my 
eyes and see things. It’s a process. 


How do you deal with the subjects you are 
photographing? Is that a process, too? 

I never stick my camera in someone’s face. I 
get to know them first before shooting. 


Do you ever encourage your subjects to 
get to know you—for instance, the Muslim 
women? 

I didn’t tell them I was from Israel, but from 
New York, which is where I have lived since the 
early 1980s. They couldn’t understand why I 


_ didn’t have blond hair and blue eyes like their 


idea of American women. 


How do you learn about your subjects 
before you photography them? 

I study before I go. I read. I research. | 
learned about the Muslim women in China, for 
example, that 10% of the people are minorities, 
which is still a lot; there are 54 different 
minorities. 


You have a B.F.A. in Photography from 
the School of Visual Arts. How did you pick 
photography as your primary medium? 

I ask myself that. I would make drawings 
when I was younger, but I wasn’t as good in 
drawing class as | wanted to be. Photography 
became my base. I’m trying to do more drawing 
and incorporate it into my photographs. In 
photography, you are looking for the perfect 
image—that includes: everything. The perfect 
image that gives you the story. @@.

Restaurant Review: A Touch of Venice

ouch of Venice restaurant is located right on 

the Main Road in Cutchogue. This European- 
style eatery boasts a beautifully restored interior, 
complete with an impressive wine room and outdoor 
seating for those delicious summer evenings. 

Father-son chef team Ettore and Brian Pennacchia 
are committed to keeping the food authentic Italian 
in flavor, while incorporating the abundant bounty 
surrounding them. 

We started our culinary journey with an appetizer 
special—Speck and Asiago Salad. Speck is a dry-cured, 
smoked ham, this particular one imported from a 
region in northern Italy. The salty flavor of the ham— 
similar to prosciutto but with more smokiness— 
paired well with the nutty, aged asiago cheese. The 
salad was served with a mustard balsamic dressing, 


sweet with a bite, and adorned with tart cornichons. 


The combination was surprisingly delicious. The 
trick to get the perfect bite is to get a little bit 
of every bold flavor on your fork—speck, asiago, 
cornichon, frisée with the dressing. 

Next we sampled the impressive Burrata cheese 
platter. I love Burrata cheese, and if you’ve never 
had it, what are you waiting for? Burrata—which 
means, “buttered” in Italian—has a hard shell of 
mozzarella and both cream and mozzarella on the 
inside. You can actually spread it on the giant pieces 
of grilled bread that accompany the platter—hence 
the name—and then you top it with the colorful 
and vibrant accouterments offered: roasted garlic, 
preserved lemon, sundried tomatoes, arugula. 


One of my all-time favorite appetizers ever came 
next—an enormous, piping hot stuffed artichoke. 


‘Opened like an exotic flower, the leaves of the 


artichoke were overflowing with the breadcrumb- 
garlic-parmesan mixture; resting in a broth so 
delicious | can still smell it when I think on it. We 
ate the artichoke down to the 
heart, and then ate that too with 
the breadcrumbs that had fallen 
into the broth. This is one of 
those dishes that brings me back 
to my own Italian grandmother’s 
kitchen—artichokes were her 
specialty and a staple at family 
gatherings—especially for my 
birthday. This version by the 
Chefs Pennacchia is so authentic, 
so meltingly delicious; I can’t wait 
to go back for another. A must- 
have when you visit. 

Pasta courses followed—first, 


the outside and perfectly creamy and smooth on the 
inside. A classic perfected. 

Off the evening’s special menu, we ordered the 
Sicilian Pork Ragu. The pork shoulder is braised 
in a merlot-tomato sauce, served over fresh 
pappardelle pasta and garnished with currants and 

pignoli nuts. The pork was so 

tender it nearly melted in my 
mouth, and the sauce was robust 
and flavorful. The currants and 
pignoli added texture and subtle 
sweet and nutty accent flavors, 

a truly Sicilian dish that certamly 

pleased my palate. 

For dessert we had a tiramisu 
that made my taste buds dance. 
The layers of espresso-dipped 
ladyfingers were encased in the

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RED Explores Questions of Art and Authenticity

N ext Wednesday, May 21, the John Drew Theater 
at Guild Hall begins previews of its newest 
production, a two-week run of John Logan’s Tony 
Award-winning play RED. 

Directed by Stephen Hamilton, the play explores 
philosophical questions about art while also 
recounting color field painter Mark Rothko’s famous 
1958 commission to paint a series of murals for the 
Four Seasons Restaurant in Manhattan. At the time, 
it was “the largest commission in modern art,” but 
Rothko toiled over the paintings and struggled with 
the idea that his work was reduced to something 
more decorative than challenging or moving. 

The story is told through an onstage dialogue 
between Rothko (played by Victor Slezak) and Ken, 
his young assistant (Christian Scheider). The two 
discuss the meaning of art, the financial rewards of 
the commission and what the painter sacrifices in 
order to get them. Through their shared experience 
and discussion, both Rothko and Ken learn from one 
another and move toward some kind of clarity about 
the role of art for artist and viewer.

“Rothko ended up rejecting the commission,” 
Hamilton, the play’s director explains, giving away 
the ending while also suggesting that RED, much like 
a successful painting, is not about the final result, 
but the process of getting there. 

Hamilton, who also directed Guild Hall’s critically 
acclaimed and sold-out productions of Uncle Vanya 
and The Cripple of Inishmaan, says he was aware of 
RED when it won the Tony for Best Play in 2010, but 
he didn’t see it at the time. It was only after one of 
his acting students read a monologue in class that he 
came to see the play’s genius. 

Later, after Guild Hall agreed to produce RED, 
Hamilton visited the home of collector and former 
Mark Rothko Foundation President Donald Blinken 
to experience Rothko’s paintings firsthand. That 
was the moment, the director says, he came to 
truly understand the gravity of his subject. “These 
pictures were amazing,” Hamilton says, recalling 
what he described as “massive, sonorous and dark 
paintings,” dripping with drama. “You could actually 
hear these pictures talking,” the director adds. 
“Attention must be paid—these are not nice pictures, 
these are not decorations.” 

With the weight of Rothko’s work and everything 
the paintings “said” to guide him, Hamilton shaped 
his approach to bringing Logan’s words and 
characters—and Rothko’s work—to life onstage. 

The greatest challenge of directing a two-man 
play featuring a back and forth discourse about a 
particular issue is to make it a play, not a debate, 
Hamilton explains, noting that he wanted to convey 
the magnitude of Rothko’s paintings, which the 
actors view just behind the audience. “You're in 


front of pictures and they are speaking,” he told 
Slezak and Scheider. “Refer to the pictures.” 

One of Hamilton’s most brilliant decisions was 
leaving the paintings out of the set completely, 
allowing the actors and audience to create them in 
their mind’s eye—which is far more powerful than 
any re-creation the production could muster. “These 
paintings exist behind the fourth wall,” he says. 

The intimate play is made even more so by 
bringing the audience onto the stage, Hamilton says, 
describing the “theater within a theater” approach. 

The total effect of Hamilton’s choices, John Logan’s 


words and Slezak and Scheider’s performances 
should amount to a moving and thought-provoking 
experience that audiences won’t soon forget. 
Previews for RED are on May 21, 22 and 23 
with opening night on Saturday, May 24. The play 
continues Wednesdays-Sundays at 8 p.m. through 
June 8. Due to the intimate nature of the staging 
(with the audience seated onstage) seating is limited 
and tickets should be purchased in advance.

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Hail the Peony: A Favorite Seasonal Flower 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Peonies are budding...my all- 
time favorite flower (among 
others!). Now I know it is 
spring! My grandmother and 
aunts all had peony bushes; 
some were huge, and their 
flowers served as the major 
components of arrangements 
on graves for Memorial Day. 

Peonies are available now at 
garden stores. They sell them 
now because they have buds 
and will bloom, although probably with smallish 
flowers. The best time to buy them is in September 
or November, when you will receive bare root plants. 
They develop roots during the winter so any you buy 
now will need extra attention during this summer. 
New peonies will probably not produce much growth 
or any flowers the first spring. The flowers the next 
spring might not be very plentiful or large. But by the 
' third spring they will shine! 

Happy peonies can live for 100 years or more, 
so effort at planting time and good care is 
worthwhile. After they are established, they require 
very little care. 

I buy bare roots for early fall planting and am 
always surprised at the size of the roots, even on 
young plants. The hole in the ground must be large 
enough to accommodate them without “squashing” 
them into place. You might need to make a hill to 
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place them in because it’s difficult 
but imperative to get soil under the 
roots and, most importantly, the eyes 
must not be planted too deeply! | 
plant them about 1-11/2” below the 
surface of the soil. Plant them in a 
sunny spot that’s not close to trees 
or large shrubs, as these rob the 
peonies of water and nutrients. Give 
each plant plenty of room away from 
other plants for good air circulation. 
Supposedly they can make do with 
less than six hours of sun per day, 
but they thrive in full sun. 

Water them in very well after : 
planting to be sure that there are no air pockets in 
the hole. Newly planted peonies will need water but 
they do not like too much and can’t abide wet feet. 
Even in the dry days of summer, peonies need only 
a good, long soaking about once a -week. Mulch after 
the first frost is a good idea for new plants, but after 
the first year, they do not need any. 


If planted in good soil, they need very little to no 


fertilizer and absolutely none on the crowns. | have 
never used fertilizer on them...only compost and not 
enough of that to bury the eyes. 


1 have found that most peony flowers need some | 


kind of staking and there are several ways to do 
that. Supports can be bought and do a good job. 
If 1 am supporting several together, I often build a 
“cage” with bamboo and twine, which the foliage 
hides. Sometimes, staking each flower in a bush is

appropriate. This will definitely be 
needed if you decide to remove the 
side buds to force the plant to make 
even larger flowers. 
“Why doesn’t my peony thrive and 
produce flowers?” There are several 
possibilities. It is not getting enough 
sun. It is planted too close to a tree or 
large shrub. It is planted too deeply. 
- Its feet get too wet. Move it in the fall 
’ by carefully digging it up (remember 
those large roots) and replanting it 
= according to the above instructions. 

And then wait three years. It 
should get larger and more vigorous 
each year. 

Peonies are easy to divide and replant in September. 
Carefully dig them and cut the roots back to 7 inches. 
With a sharp knife, divide the roots into pieces with 
at least three eyes on each and replant according to 
the above instructions. Do not replant or plant any — 
peony into a hole where one previously resided. 

They may get a fungus when the growth is new 
which can be treated with a fungicide—but I have © 
never used it. I cut the diseased parts out and clean 
up well in the fall. 

There are many beautiful peonies...with some 
careful planting they will delight you for years. @&

not only will they make closing things down at the 
end of the night a breeze—you'll be able to wake 
up and brew a pot of coffee in the morning without 
stepping out of bed. Search for a model that uses 
radio frequencies instead of infrared so walls won't 
stand in your way.

Executive Chef Joe Realmuto and his excitement 
becomes instantly palpable, as the produce and 
seafood and gastronomic abundance of the East End 
continues to wow him even today, after more than 
two decades at the East Hampton institution. His 
enthusiasm is equally irrepressible when it comes 
to sharing the local bounty during Dan’s Taste of 
Summer—the weekend comprising the two most 
anticipated culinary events of the season, Dan’s 
GrillHampton and Dan’s Taste of Two Forks. 


What does “taste of summer” mean to you? 
The phrase itself excites me, as the first thing that 
pops into mind is the great products like heirloom 
tomatoes, corn, lettuces and, of course, the great 
seafood. We are surrounded by some of the best 
farms—like Balsam, Quail Hill, Amber Waves Farm— 
that have the most unbelievable vegetables, besides 
being able to grow our own right behind Nick & 
Toni’s. Also, the freshness of the fish that hits the 
back door is the best quality one could ask for. What 
more could a chef ask for? And Taste of Two Forks 
gives us the opportunity to showcase some of these 
great ingredients. 


What are you most looking forward to as you 
return to Dan’s Taste of Two Forks again this year? I 
look forward to reconnecting with all my chef friends. 


The thing I like the most is the friendships we make at 
these events, and also being able to expose ourselves 
to the large number of people tasting our dishes. 


Describe your best/favorite culinary experience 
since last year’s Taste of Two Forks. During the 
winter | travel back and forth to Nick & Toni’s Café to 
work out of our restaurant on the Upper West Side, 
so | make a point to dine out in NYC. This helps to 
keep me stimulated during the long winters in the 
Hamptons. One of my favorite meals was Maialino, 


where I was able to feast on five courses—all PIG, . 


including a half of crispy pig head, which was really 
delicious. And that is to just name one of the many. 
One of my favorite culinary experiences is also in, the 
summer when | can shop at all the great farm stands 
and get local fish and wine and hang at the house 
with friends and family and just cook good honest 
food with the ones I like to be around the most! 


What have been the biggest and best changes 
you’ve witnessed in the culinary culture of the East 
End? Wow, many!! I started out here 21 years ago, 
when Nick & Toni’s was one of the few restaurants 
out here, and now there are many—and some great 
ones at that. In season | do not need to go to NYC 
for culinary stimulation—we have it right here. Also, 
I have seen the changes in local farms and fishing 
industry as well. When I first started out here, there 
were tons of farmers and fisherman coming to the 
back door. That dissipated over the years, but over 
the last 8 years it has made a strong comeback. Local 


farms are popping up all over the place, farmers 
markets like the one in Nick & Toni’s parking lot on 
Friday mornings, and programs like Dock to Dish 
have reconnected chefs with fisherman and farms 
rather then just relying on the market for products. 


Where do you find inspiration, inside and outside 
the kitchen? Most of my inspiration comes from 
products themselves. When I come across something 
that is in season, fresh and raised or grown by 
someone who loves what they do, it puts a smile on 
my face and forces me to dig deep to see what | can 
do with it to keep its natural flavor. Like when you 
look at an oyster—to me, all I want to do with it is 
open it and enjoy the natural flavors it has to offer.

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Spring Greens Are Just the Start! 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


The opening of farmstands 
is a celebration for the local 
community. I stopped in at 
the Green Thumb, the organic 
farm in Water Mill, happy to 
catch up with Jo Halsey after 
the winter. As a result of the 
harsh winter there were slim 
pickings, yet I spied burly 
_ bunches of kale and collards, 
carrots, scallions and leafy 
lettuces. Arugula and radishes 
from the greenhouse will be available soon. 

Jo suggested I try a bunch of turnip greens. “Turnip 
greens—what do I do with them?” I asked, and she 
was happy to help. The crisp, bright green bunch 
was appealing and easy to work with. I pulled the 
leaves from their thick stems, blanched them, then 
sautéed the greens with slivered 


2 bunches turnip greens, about 1 pound each 
Coarse salt for cooking the greens 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

2 garlic cloves, thinly sliced 

Pinches of hot pepper flakes to your taste 
Kosher salt and pepper to taste 


1. Pull the leaves from the turnip green stems and 
place in a colander. Rinse well. Bring a saucepan of 
water to the boil and put in the greens to cover. With 
lid ajar, cook the greens about 6 or 7 minutes. Drain 
and refresh under cold running water to stop the 
cooking. Can be done ahead to this point. 


2. When ready to serve, heat olive oil in a skillet 
and add the garlic and hot pepper flakes. Sauté for a 
minute or so, add the greens and salt and pepper to 
taste. Toss the mixture for a few minutes until heated 
through and serve. 


CARROT AND _ SCALLION
